A  hook  made  of  gold,  silver,  niche],  steel,  vulcanite  or  other  metal,  mineral  or 
material  to  suspend  from  the  top  of  the  ear  close  to  where  the  ear  joins  the  skull, 
20  and  the  shank  of  the  hook  brought  down  at  the  back  of  the  ear  and  terminating 
at  the  bottom  thereof  near  the  lobe  of  the  ear  with  a  hole,  loop,  hook  or  othe” 
arrangement  to  enable  the  cord,  chain  or  other  attachment  to  be  affixed  thereto 
and  its  advantages  are 

(1)  That  the  use  of  my  invention  admits  the  free  movement  of  the  head  without 
25  any  impediment  being  offered  thereto. 

(2)  That  my  invention  in  allowing  a  short  chain  or  cord  to  be  used  extending 
only  from  the  bottom  of  the  ear  to  the  eyeglasses  offers  no  obstruction  or  incon¬ 
venience  to  the  wearer  thereby  rendering  the  breaking  of  eyeglasses  less  liable 
than  the  methods  now  generally  adopted  i.e.  fastening  the  comparatively  long  cord 

30  or  chain  around  the  neck  or  to  the  waistcoat  or  dress. 

Having  now  particularly  described  and  ascertained  the  nature  of  my  said  inven¬ 
tion  and  in  what  manner  the  same  is  to  be  performed  I  declare  that  what  I 
claim  is  :
